Heroes Honored 
Business was suspended in Mont­ 
gomery Tuesday while young and old 
honored again the valor of the men of 
the Confederacy who gave four years 
and many their lives in the struggle 
to maintain southern ideals. 
It was 
the annual memorial services for the 
soldiers of the Confederacy. 
Public buildings were closed during 
the day, banks did no business 
and 
many other business institutions clw- 
ed their doors in memory of the south­ 
ern soldiers. 
During the afternoon 
citizens of Montgomery and their vis­ 
itors 
gathered 
in a grand 
parade 
through the business streets, up his­ 
toric Dexter avenue, by the firat cap­ 
ítol of the Confederate nation 
and 
thence to Oakwood cemetery 
where 
the memorial services were held. The 
memorial address was delivered 
by 
John S. Tilley of Montgomery, 
at- 
-•♦vxxfnay and a member of the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans. 
Afterward a 
salute was fired over the graves 
of 
the Confederate soldiers who 
lie 
buried in the soldier section. 
Flowers were placed on the graves 
of the dead and croases of honor were 
delivered to many of the living 
sol­ 
diers who had not received them in 
the past. 
In the line of march were 
state officials, county officials, 
city 
officials, leaders of civic affairs and 
citizens. 
The grand marshal was W. 
W. Leak and the assistant grand m ar­ 
shal was Major Everette H. Jackson, 
a soldier of the world war. The flag 
of the Confederacy was hoisted over 
the cemetery during the services while 
Confederate flags entwined with the 
flag of the American nation floated 
from many buildings in Montgomery.

morning 
memorial exercises were held. Patrio­ 
tic songs were sung and an address 
iras delivered by Rev. C. G. Davison, 
pastor of the Baptist church.

Officials said that the difference between the German offer 
i the allied demand for 226,000,0000,000 gold marks with guar­ 
antees is so great that there is nothing left for France to do but 
to reject, the German proposition. 
The demand is made in parliamentary quarters that "strong 
and energetic penalties be levied upon Germany at once.” 
Some parliamentarians went so far as to suggest the military 
occupation of Frankfurt, Bremen and Hamburg, as well as the 
whole Ruhr district. 
Among the chief complaints of the French are that the Ger­ 
man proposals are not concise and are too vague to be worthy of 
serious discussion.
